One  particularly  sad  moment  was  the 
passing  of  John  P.  Robarts. 

Mr.  Robarts  started  his  affiliation  with  U.W.O.  in 
the  mid  1930's.  He  played  for  the  Western  Mustang 
Football  team  from  1936-1939. 

He  graduated  in  Honours  Business  Administration 
in  1939,  and  received  an  Honourary  degree  twenty- 
one  years  later.  He  became  the  Prime  Minister  of 
Ontario  in  the  1960's. 

In  1972,  Mr.  Robarts  became  Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  Western  Ontario  and  held  that  position 
until  1976.  He  also  served  on  the  Huron  College 
Executive  Board.  As  Premier,  he  addressed  the 
grad's  of  1963  in  a  letter  in  the  Heritage.  It  is  with  his 
involvement  in  our  school  in  mind  that  the  editors  of 
this  years  Huron  Heritage  respectfully  submit  his 
letter  for  republication.

Braille  is  a  medium  of  communication 
based  upon  a  six-dot  cell  consisting  of  two 
columns,  dots  1,  2,  3  on  the  left  and  4,  5,  6, 
on  the  right.  A  letter  is  a  configuration  of 
these  various  dots. 

There  are  two  levels  of  braille.  Grade  1, 
where  each  word  is  spelt  letter  by  letter  as  in 
print,  and  grade  2,  which  is  a  form  of 
shorthand.  As  you  may  see  on  the  opposite 
page,  Grade  1  braille  takes  up  alot  of  space. 
Grade  2  cuts  down  in  the  use  of  space. 
However,  a  braille  book  still  ends  up  several 
times  larger  than  one  of  normal  print. 


Generally  speaking,  it  takes  twice  as  long 
to  read  a  braille  piece,  as  it  would  to  read  the 
same  piece  in  print. 

On  the  opposite  page  is  a  sample  of  Grade 
1  braille.  The  first  three  lines  make  up  the 
braille  alphabet,  and  two  punctuation 
symbols  have  been  added  so  that  you  might 
better  understand  the  message  that  follows. 
After  the  "z"  there  are  two  full  cells 
followed  by  a  comma  and  a  period.  The 
following  message  has  been  translated  line 
for  line  into  print.  It  is  hoped  that  you  enjoy 
looking  at  this  sample  of  braille.
